Chairman Albert Cole, Jr., of the board 
of selectmen, resigned this week, due to 
circumstances which would require ex- 
tended periods of absence if he were to 
complete the remaining year of his term. 

Cole, whose resignation is effective to- 
day Feb. 1, will be facing a series of sur- 
gical corrections to eye problems in the 
course of the next year and half, and felt 
that extended absences would hamper his 
ability to serve. 

The decision will leave the board with 
four members until the town election in 
March when the vacancy will be filled for 
the emainder of Cole’s term — one year. 

Reason for submitting his resignation 
now, was to allow the vacancy to be filled 
by the electorate, rather than waiting until 
later and compelling the remaining 
members of the board to fill the vacancy 


by appointment. 


Monday night, at his final regular 
meeting, Chairman Cole received praise 
from his colleagues for his service to the 
town not only as a selectmen bu tin 
several other capacities. 

Selectman Susan Poore noted Cole had 
served on the school committee, former 
board of public works, civil defense, 
patriotic holiday committee, in addition to 
his many years service in the fire depart- 
ment, retiring as deputy chief. 

Selectmen Virginia Cole (no relation) 
praised the chairman for his work, not 
only for the town, but as head of the board 
this past year. 

Cole, in return, said he had enjoyed 
working with ‘‘this board more than any 
other. We have worked together, 
regardless of what the problems have

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The school committee Tuesday night 
lopped $6,000 for a parttime school physi- 
cian from the health budget for next year. 


That cut spells the end of Pupil Per- 
sonnel Administrator Pam Kvilekval’s 
hopes for a public health physician to ex- 
amine school youngsters who aren't 
otherwise under a doctor’s care, but it also 
means the end of free physicals for An- 
dover youths who go out for in- 
terscholastic sports. 

Mrs. Kvilekval had recommended that a 
public health physician be on duty one day 
a week in the schools, and noted that at 
least 800 Andover youngsters are not un- 
der any kind of regular care by a physi- 
cian. 

She said a good school physician could 
give physicals, but also review medical 
records on a regular basis. 


She said many “‘insipient’’ problems, 
such as drug abuse, go unattended, as well 
as emotional diseases ‘that manifest 
themselves in physical diseases, but are 
not discovered until it’s too late.” 

‘‘We have numbers of children,’ she 
said, ‘‘who go off to the hospital and you 
never hear of them again.” 

“We aren’t checking teenagers for ex- 
cessive weight gain or loss that could be 
symptomatic of something other than 
eating habits,’ she went on. ‘“‘We should 
be running drug clinics and providing a 
doctor to whom youths could go one day a 
week and ask the questions that they can’t 
ask a family doctor because he’ll tell 
mother and dad.” 

The $6,000, she said, was a ‘minimum 
cost for a heckuva lot of medical service,”’ 


in the diagnostic and referral areas, also, 
and added that one of her pet projects was 
in the area of preventing problems. 
Chairman David Ahouse and Com- 
mitteeman Joseph Finn were concerned 


about where the town’s medical respon- — 


sibility to the students begins and where it 
ends, and Elaine Viehmann added that any 
child who cannot afford a doctor can get 
help. ‘‘We have to draw the line 
somewhere,”’ Finn said, and moved the 
health account in the amount of $9,000- 
$6,000 less than the administration had 
recommended. 

The committee admitted that the prac- 
tice of providing physicals for athletes, 
was perhaps ‘‘a mistake.’’ 

“If a student wants to play football, he 
should have his own phyysician give the 
physical,’’ said Finn, adding that this was 
a “nice place to start cutting back,’’ in 
keeping with the public vote in the recent 
gubernatorial election to cap the budget. 

“Personally,” Mrs. Viehmann added, 
“if my kid were playing a serious sport, 
I’d want my own doctor to give the 
physical.”’ 

Steve Jankauskas, chairman of the core 
evaluation team for Chapter 766, said a 
school physician would provide a quality 
input to the core evaluation team in mak- 
ing diagnoses, a service ‘‘you don’t 
generally get from priviate physicians in 
the community.”’ 

He said many physicals come in with 
simple one-word responses such as yes, no 
or normal, and don’t provide information 
on the kinds of medical aspects that could 
affect learning. 

The vote, however, was 3-2 in favor of

Bus Stop 
Moved Into 
Cul-de-Sae 


As of this morning, the school bus stop 
at the corner of Pleasant Street and 
Sevilla Way has been moved into the cul- 
de-sac where LaMancha, Sevilla and 
Granada Ways meet. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee Tuesday night that in this par- 
ticular case it was feasible to move the 
stop off the thoroughfare and eliminate 
the concerns of parents who appeared at 
last week’s school committee meeting. 

He said, however, that the Pleasant 

Street stop was not deemed to be hazar- 
dous by the police or adminstration. If 
someone were hit there, he said, ‘‘it would 
have to have been tremendous negligence 
on the part of the driver.’’ He added that 
the snow, ice and water conditions that ex- 
isted at that stop were repeated many 
times around town. 
.* He said the school department is also 
examining the possibility of redistributing 
some of the 35 pupils from that stop along 
the route, so there won’t be so many at one 
spot. 

He also noted that he did not intend this 
change to be a precedent. Lengthening this 
particular route by one-and-a-half 
minutes, to go into the cul-de-sac, won’t 
matter that much, he said, but many such 
changes could throw the buses way off 
schedule.

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All Town Voters Go To The Gym 


Andover High school gymnasium will be 
the single polling place for all Andover 
voters for at least the next two years. 

Selectmen formally approved the move 
Monday night, supporting the recommen- 
dation of Town Clerk Elden R. Salter. 

Voters in all eight precincts will use the 
gym to cast ballots at the annual town 
election, March 26. 

The move is based on the need to con- 
form to federal and state laws regarding 


removal of architectural barriers. Two of 
the present polling places, St. Robert 
Bellarmine church, and Faith Lutheran 
Church, would have to undergo building of 
ramps at a cost of some $7,000, if they 
were to be continued as part of the town’s 
eight individual polling locations. 

Salter suggested the move to selectmen 
over a month ago. There has been little or 
no comment from the public to either the 
selectmen or the town clerk since the

dustry and homeowners to repair damage 
caused by the flooding. 


The most serious problem, however, 
was the maintenance of the pumping sta- 
tion. 


Public works department crews, under 
the direction of DPW Director Robert E. 
McQuade, manned pumps and sandbagged 
the small building on Riverina Road from 
Thursday noon until Saturday afternoon 
when relief was provided by National 
Guard troops. 

The equipment at the station pumps 
sewerage into the trunk line which carries 
to the Greater Lawrence Sanitary District 
plant in North Andover. 

Had the machinery and station been lost 
through flooding, more than half of the 
town’s homes and businesses would have 
been left without Sanitary facilities, 
creating a serious health hazard. 

But equipment, such as emergency 
lighting, pumps and the sandbags, along 
with the constant attention resulted in sav- 
ing the facility. There was some damage 
to retaining walls around the plant, but the 
basic machinery was kept in operation. 

The National Guard troops, ordered in 
through the state Civil Defense, was 
necessitated by the need to relieve An- 
dover’s municipal crews who had been 
attentive to flood problems throughout the 
town since the river began rising Wednes- 


‘ day night. 


A severe rainfall the previous Sunday in- 
itiated the problem and the second storm 
Wednesday and Thursday aggravated an 
already serious situation. 

Adding to the problem was the warmer 
temperatures early in the week resulting 
in the upstream area of the Shawsheen — 
the Tewksbury-Billerica area — in- 
creasing the river level. 

Andover officials began watching the 
river and its threat Wednesday night when 
the heavy rains began affecting the river. 

By” “Thursday morning, streets, were 
made impassable in some areas and the 
river’s rise was accelerated. 

By Thursday noon, Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark declared the town in a state of 
emergency, in recognition of potential 
problems. 

With Elm street, part of Lowell street, 
Dascomb Road, Woburn Street, all flood- 
ed, and the threat to the pumping station 
increasing, Clark said he felt it necessary 
to get people home. Had the problem 
worsened during the afternoon, the poten- 
tial was there to have some 6,000 people in 
need of assistance in Andover, ‘‘which 
would have exceeded our ability to take 
care of the situation,”’ Clark said. 

Flooded roads, due to the inability of 
drainage systems to handle the heavy 
load, were relieved by late Thursda 
afternoon, at which time the emergency 
was lifted. 

Clark praised the co-operation of 
business and industry in the town in reac- 
ting to the emergency declaration and 
closing up, allowing employees to get 
home. 

Public works crews, in addition to the

work at the pumping station were also 
working in relieving flooding conditions at 
Baker’s Meadow, Hussey’s pond in 
Shawsheen and Foster's pond. Also, they 
were sandbagging and piling sand along 
the river banks at Washington Park 
apartments. 

Friday, the watch on the pumping sta- 
tion continued as the river continued to 
rise. An emergency lighting system was 
brought to town from West Newbury, 
North Andover civil defence brought ad- 
ditional sandbags and offered additional 
assistance along with CD units in Methuen 
and North Reading. 

With the waters beginning to rescind 
somewhat on Saturday, a forecast of ad- 
ditional rains on Sunday, prompted the 
request for the National Guard to assist 
the town in maintaining watch on the pum- 
ping station. 

The rains did not come on Sunday and 
the river continued to recede, allowing 
companies such as those in the DASA 
building to begin pumping out and assess 
the damage, estimated in excess of $500, - 
000 


In Ballardvale, in addition to damage to 
small industries there, Woburn street and 
River street were closed for several days 
until the water receded. 

It was an unusual situation in which the 
town found itself. For the most part, ex- 
cept for the affected areas, people were 
oblivious to the conditions. 

Away from Shawsheen and Ballardvale, 
the townspeople were amazed to learn of 
the problems being encountered and the 
gravity of. the situation. 

Town Manager Clark, reporting to 
selectmen Monday night, was high in his 
praise of the municipal employees and the 
co-operation of all town departments. 

Cited specifically were DPW Director 
McQuade and Civil Defense Director 
James Johnson. McQuade he Said was 
extremely conscientious. ‘“‘He kept us ad- 
vised of the problems and took actions 
which averted some very serious 
problems,’’ Clark said. Johnson also was 
in the same category, co-ordinating public 
safety measures and obtaining resources 
through Civil Defense to meet the 
emergencies. 

Describing the overall operations Clark 
informed the selectmen that the efforts of 
all town employees and agencies, ‘‘made 
things appear routine through a very hec- 
tic period.” 

The DPW director, fire and police chief 
met with the manager constantly through 
the weekend, at about three-hour intervals 
to assess the situation and problems as 
they arose. 

The school department was co-operative 
in preparing their buildings for accom- 
modating people who may have needed 
shelter when homes were evacuated. For- 
tunately friends and relatives took care of 
this, and only the West Junior Highway 


Y used to house and feed some of the 


National Guard troops Saturday night. 

Andover’s civil defense radio unit and 
auxiliary police were activated and 
monitored critical areas during the 
weekend. 

Dr. William O'Reilly offered his ser- 
vices and that of Lawrence General 
hospital and the American Red Cross was

Bridges were inspected by state DPW 
engineers and found to be safe. Andover 
Building Inspector William Meins and 
other members of the building and plan- 
ning department spent Sunday examining 
areas of concern for safety precautions. 
.Clark also praised the state Civil 
Emergency Preparedness department, 
formerly referred to as the civil defense 
department. He termed the agency as 
“providing a vital role and an invaluable 
resource in times of emergency ,-whose 
ability to respond was proven this 
weekend.”’ 

Clark expressed appreciation to Gov.

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Bancroft Roof Safe But 
Faces Major Correction 


Phillips Academy will utilize the Abbot 
Academy property for program purposes, 
and will not be disposed of to outside in- 
terests. 

That was the decision of academy 
trustees meeting last week to review the 
disposition of the Abbot property among 
other items. 

Business Manager George Neilson said 
the trustees had made the decision to 
utilize the Abbot property for their own 
use based on an evaluation that showed 
disposing of the property would result in a 
relatively low net financial result, com- 
pared to using the buildings and grounds. 

Also, Nielson said, the decision was bas- 
ed on the academy’s position of main- 
taining a low profile and not getting in 
trouble with the town. Basically, main- 
taining good relationships with the town, 
Nielson said. 

In October, the town rejected a proposal 
which would have allowed the academy to 
dispose of the Abbot campus to Life Care

Services of Iowa for development as a 
retirement community. 

There had been suggestions that the 
academy, or supporters of the proposal 
return the matter to the annual town 
meeting for further consideration. 

Saturday’s decision by the trustees ap- 
parently ends that possibility. 

Neilson said that Phillips would utilize 
the Abbot property rehabilitating the gym- 
nasium building to accommodate the of- 
fice of physical plant. 

A couple of the dormitory buildings will 
be activated to house students. 

The five tennis courts and the large 
athletic fields will also be incorporated 
into the Phillips program. 

Long range plans had included construc- 
tion of a new building for the office of 
physical plant, thus the use of the Abbot 
gym for that purpose represents a Savings. 

Neilson emphasized that none of the 
main campus property will be sold off for 
house lots. 


Selectmen Support 
Rebuilding Of Lodge 


Rebuilding of Recreation Lodge, 
destroyed by fire last summer, will go 
before the voters at the annual town 
meeting in April. 


Support for the reconstruction came 
from the selectmen Monday night after 
presentations by Community Services 
Director Joan Pearson, outlining the need 
for the facility as a part of the town’s prin- 
cipal family recreational area. 

Some selectmen had expressed doubt as 
to the need for rebuilding the structure 
over the past few months, but Monday 
night the board was unanimous in its sup- 
port although wrangling somewhat over 
the planning details of the project. 

Town manager Jared S. A. Clark met 
opposition from Selectman James L. 
Abramson when he mentioned the funding 
of the project. Abramson objected first to 
the $4,000 price tag Clark put on having an 
architect look into the design of a replace- 
ment lodge. 

Abramson said he thought the figure 
was high, and he said he did not want to 
support the expenditure of such a sum 
without first having the general idea of 
rebuilding the lodge approved at town 
meeting. 


, Clark said he wanted to. spend the $4,000 
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on at town meeting. 

Abramson objected again when Clark 
said that the total architectural bill would 
be about $12,000. Clark said he would get 
estimates from other architectural firms. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore questioned 
the necessity of hiring an architect at all. 
She said the $12,000 might be better spent 
on the actual construction of the lodge. 
She suggested that the new building, which 
she described as unsophisticated, might be 
designed by a reputable contractor who. 
the town could hire to build it. 

Clark and Joan Pearson, Community 
Services Director, said they believed that 
an architect is necessary to design the new 
building. The design will have to include 
such factors as a subsurface disposal 
system incorporating portions of the old 
building which were left standing, and 
maintaining the rusticity of the park. 

The old lodge was used for gatherings of 
200 to 300 persons, and a report from the 
Community Services Committee 
Suggested that the new facility have a 
similar capacity. 

Selectman Poore said she felt that a 
building which holds that number might be 
too large. She said it might not be

Pupils returned to a ‘‘safe’’ but smelly 
Bancroft School this week, and it now 
appears the Bancroft roofline will have a 
new look before the saga is through. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert assured some 
75 parents meeting in the school’s 
cafetorium Monday night, that experts 
had deemed the roof safe, but 
recommended major reconstruction over 
the summer to get rid of the flat portion of 
the roof that has trapped water and snow 
and caused leaking problems over the 
years. 

He then told the school committee Tues- 
day night he will be returning with a cost 
estimate for the construction, so they can 
Submit a funding article in time for 
the April town meeting. His guestimates 
run as high as $150,000 to $175,000. 

It will be far more than a tarring job, he 
noted. They’ll have to tear down that por- 
tion of the roof because of dry and wet rot 
and a severely broken membrane, and 
change the design to allow runoff. 

Another immediate concern is the mold 
and an odor School Committeeman Elaine 
Viehmann calls ‘horrendous.’ She said 
much of the carpeting will have to be 
replaced, but can’t be until the roof is fix- 
ed. In some areas of the school, she said, 
the mold actually presents a health hazard 
to youngsters who are allergic or sensitive 
to molds. 

Seifert said this problem could be with 
them for quite a while. Though he’s 
ordered dehumidifiers, he said it might 
take several weeks to dry out the interior 
of the school. If a child is suffering, he 
said, he could be transferred to another 
school for the time being. 

Bancroft was closed last Monday and 
then again on Thursday and Friday, 
despite lally columns that had been instail- 
ed to shore up the roof. Saturday, Seifert 
inspected the building along with State 
Building Inspector John Blight, Andover 
Inspector William Meins and Assistant 
Sam DiSalvo, Plant Engineer Al Hart, 
Donald Tellanian of LeMessurier and 
Associates, the original structural 
engineers, and William Thane of Perry, 
Dean, Stahl & Rogers, a firm brought in 
recently for another opinion of the struc- 
ture. All parties, Seifert told the parents, 
determined that the building was safe for 
occupancy. 

The consensus, Seifert Said, is that the 
flat sections of the roof can actually stand 
six to 10 inches of rain or ice, or seven to 
14 feet of snow, before safety becomes a 
major concern. He said there were four in- 


ches of water when school was closed last 
Thursday and Friday, that the four roof 
drains were working and the water was 
seeping off slowly. A problem could arise 
if the drains were clogged, he said, and in 
that case school could be closed tem- 
porarily until they were opened again. 


Hart said he was constantly monitoring 
the water level with devices on the roof. 

Seifert told the school committee they 
would not be on the roof with pumps, 
wheelbarrows or shovels. Such an attempt 
to clear off the roof last February, he said, 
“really did a job on the roof.”’ 

After last winter’s problem, Seifert call- 
ed in the engineering firm of Frank 
Gelinas Associates to study assess the 
situation, and they recommended patching 
for the short term, and rebuilding of the 
roof for the long term. They pinpointed the 
flat roof surrounding the media center as 
the major problem area. 

Hart added this week that the design 
roof actually has 73 pitched surfaces, and 
that every time one meets another, there’s 
a potential problem. He said there’s 
almost an acre of and a half of roof sur- 
faces on the school, and that even with 


major repairs on flat area, ‘‘it’s never go- 
ing to be 100 percent.” 

The basic design, he said, won’t allow it 
to be changed enough to be a good design. 
There are so many peaks and valleys, he 
said, they’d have to tear the whole thing 
down and start over again. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark and 
Building Inspector Meins brought in the 
architectural firm of Perry, Dean, Stahl 
and Rogers last week for a second opinion 
on the safety of the building. 

Asked why they had brought back 
LeMessurier as well, Meins told the Ban- 
croft crowd Monday that he felt the 
original engineers would be in the best 
position to solve the problems. 

“Would you take your Chevy back to a 
Ford dealer?”’ he asked. 

Parents who were still a little leery of 
the safety aspect were put more at ease by 
an out-of-town grandfather, a builder for 
40 years. 

‘‘My two beloved grandchildren go to 
this school,’’ he said. ‘‘I know building and 
buildings very well. This building is not 
about to collapse. You definitely need the 
repairs you have indicated tonight, but it 
can certainly wait for the summer. There 
is no emergency.”’ 

He also suggested they put electric coils 
around the drains on the roof to make the 
water seep off faster.

Bancroft School’s water woes are 
nothing new.

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Commendable Effort 


When nature unleashes its wrath, it often can lead to 
disastrous results. 

Andover these past couple of years has been fortunate 
in having dedicated municipal employees equal to the 
task and they are to be commended. 

Snow storms of a year ago tested their mettle to the 
utmost. ! 

This past weekend the swollen Shawsheen river put 
them again to a severe test involving the health and 
safety of the entire community. 

While there were many persons involved in the aver- 
ting of what could have been a very serious disaster had 
the Riverina Road sewerage pumping station been 
knocked out by flood waters, it was principally the 
public works department crews who were responsible 
for the saving effort. 

Under the direction of Department of Public Works 
Director Robert E. McQuade, the crews were on duty at 
the pumping station and in the Shawsheen area for 
about 40 hours straight, before National Guard troops 
came in to provide some relief. Putting it in other 
terms, the Guard came on the scene when the Andover 
crews had just about reached the point of being unable 
to lift another sandbag, or man a pump much longer. 

It’s not something new to the DPW crews. 

A year ago they spent countless hours battling two of 
the severest winter storms to hit the area in years. 

Other sudden storms keep them out in the worst of 
weather conditions, to free roads of fallen limbs, or 

assist in some type of cleanup operations. 

Often they work through the night in repair of utility 
lines. 

Last weekend, the crews faced a most serious 
problem, unlike any other faced in recent years. 

They were faced with protection of the pumping sta- 
tion which lifts town sewerage through a trunk line into 


the Sanitary District Plant in North Andover. 

Had the station been lost, about one-half of the homes 
in Andover would have been left without sanitary 
facilities. About 15,000 people would have been put out 
of work in Andover industries. It would take anywhere 
from two to eight weeks to get the station back in opera- 
tion. 


Thus it became imperative that every effort be made 
to protect the station and equipment. 

And, while this defensive effort was going on, other 
DPW crews were putting up sandbags and piling sand 
along the banks of the Shawsheen in the Plaza- 
Washington Park apartments area. Other parts of town 
— Ballardvale, in particular — were in need of attention 
due to problems of a varying nature. 

All were handled with dispatch. 

There were some problems over which no one had any 
control. Persons had to evacuate their homes and 
apartments, and in the process suffered losses. In- 
dustrial plants also suffered severe loses through 
flooding. There was little anyone could do to prevent 
these problems as the waters continued to rise follow- 
ing two substantial rainfalls. 

To combat the problems brought on by the Shawsheen 
river, other streams and ponds required a co-operative 
effort on the part of all town departments, along with 
some outside agencies. 


But, ‘‘the bottom line’ dealing with the health and the 
Safety of the community centered on the Riverina Road 
pumping station where DPW McQuade and his crews 
were principally employed. 

Their successful efforts, performed in the face of dif- 
ficult weather and working conditions, tediously long 
hours, is worth the commendation of a grateful com- 
munity.

On Wednesday morning, the horse own- 
ed by George Saunders, the plumber, ran 
away on Main Street and continued on its 
flight to the stable on High Street. The 
horse was frightened by the front pair of 
runners becoming detatched from the rest 
of the sleigh in going over a cradle hole. 
No damage was done.
